preface. 



N ihc Shire of Hereford, on the weftern 
bank of the river Dore, about nine 
miles above Monmouth, ftands the 
church of the rural Pariffa of Abbey 
Dore. The abbey, of the Ciftercian order, was 
founded in the twelfth century. The monaflic 
church was a ftately firft-pointed ediAce, but its 
nave having been laid in ruins at the time of the 
diflbludon of the lefTer Religious Houfes, its tran- 
fepts and chancel with a fingular and beautiful Lady 
chapel now only exift. 

On Palm Sunday, 22nd March, 1634, an im- 
portant Fiu£iion was Iblemnized at Abbey Dore, 
namely, the Confecration and Dedication of the 
above remains, which had jufl been " re-cdilied " and 
" fiirnifhed " at the coft of John Vifcount Scuda- 
more, the friend of Laud. It is noteworthy that 
this nobleman having difcovered the original Altar- 
I flab (which had been abominably dcfecrated) ordered 
it to be reAored, and " fet upon three pilallers" of

I think Mr. Purchas has not had juDice done to him in 
two main p<Mnts of the late Appeal.

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behalf to the Right Rev. Father in God, my Lord 
and Brother the Lord Bifbop of this Dioccfe of 
Hereford who is neceOartl^ detained in the daily 
attendance of the King's Majefty in his Royal 
clofet, I am now come by fufficicnt authority and 
deputation, and upon the like requefl made to me, 
both by your Honour and alfo by his Lordfliip the 
Diocefan. And now that we are all here af- 
fembled, I demand of your Lordfliip what is the 
caufe of this our aflembling? 

The Lord Scudamore, with due refped to the 
Bilbop^ reacheth forth a Schedule in parchment, 
which he deflreth may be read for anfwer to the 
Bifliop's queftion. 

The Btfliop receiveth it, and delivereth it to 
the Regifter, commanding him to read iL The 
Rcgifter readeth it treatably [intelligibly] and with 
an audible voice, 

I Richard Brafier, Regifter to the Lord Bifliop 
of Hereford, do in the name of the Right Hon. the 
Lord Vifcount Scudamore of Sligo, the Founder 
and Patron of this PariOi Church and Reftory of 
Doore, and in the name of Matthias Turner, the 

Re^or and Incumbent of the laid Church 

prefent unto your Lordlhip, Right Reverend Father 
in God, the eftate and condition of the faid Parifli, 
viz. That the faid Parifli Church being for long ^o 
demoliflied as that the very place of it is not now 
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certunly known, the Parifliioncrs were deftitute of 
> pbce for Divine Service and the Woribip of 
God, till by private permiffion, they began to 
aflcmble themfelves in this place, not evidently 
known whether ever a confecratcd place or no j but 
very ruinous and mean howToever, and in former 
time before their afTembling in it altogether pro- 
faned and applied to fccular and bafc ufes, and in 
the very condition and Aate of it wholly become a 
Lay Fee. As alfo that there was no endowment 
for a Minifter, &c. 

[This Document goes on to llate that Vifcount 
Scudamore having obtained the King's licenfe 
under the great Teal, " hath re-cdificd this place at 
his own proper cofts and charges, and hath caufed 
it to be furnilhed with a chancel and feats, a belfry 
and bells, a churchyard, and all things elfe requilite 
to a parifh church, and hath founded and ere^ed a 
Re^ory therein for ever."] 

[After Tome l^al formalities, the Bilbop faid,] 
Now in the Name of God let us begin this bolj' 
buHnels. 

Plalm the 24th. 
[The verfes with the Doxology were faid al- 
ternately by the Bilbop, and by the Re£tor and 
Chaplain.] 

Then the Bilbop coming to the very door which 
is now opened, llandeth ftill there and Jaith, 
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alone reads one verfe, the Chaplain and the reft 
which can, read another, with Glory be to the 
Father, &c., at the end of every Pfalm. 

The firfi Pfalm is the 95tb. O come let us, &c. 

The reft are proper for the occafion. 

Plalm 84. O how amiable are Thy dwellings, &c. 

Pfalm 122. I was glad, when they laid, &c. 

Pfalm 132. X^RD remember David, &c. 

Then the firft Leflbn is the 28th chap, of Gen- 
efis beginning at the 10th verfe, And Jacob went 
out, &c. 

Then, We praife Thee O God, &c. 

The Prieft reading one verfe, the people another. 

The Second LelTon is taken out of the Gofpel of 
St. John, chapter 2nd, beginning at the 3rd [13th] 
verfe. 

If there be any child to be baptized in the parilh, 
here the Prieft goeth to the font, and ilrft a&eth 
whether the child be yet baptized or no ; if they 
anfwer, No, then he ^th, Dearly beloved, &c. 
Forafmuch as all men, &c., as in the Service of 
Bapttfm ; and at the end he thall require that the 
child be brought to the Bifhop to be confirmed as 
foon as it is inftruded in the Catechifm. 

Then > he faith, Blefled be the Lord God of 
Ifrael, &c. 

' rcturoeih he to hii dtik uid faith, — LamielA MS. 
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Then all lUnd up, and turning Eaftward, lay, 

I believe in God the Father Almighty, Maker 
of heaven and earth, and in Jesus Christ, &c,, 
making due and lowly reverence at the Lord's 
Name. 

The Lord be with you.

And with thy ffurit. 

Let us pray.

The Prieft ftands up and faith,

The three ordinary Collets, one for the Day, 
the other for Peace, the third ios Grace, follow, 
snd after them this, 

O Lord God, mighty and glorious, &c. 

[This Colle£l is the fame as that in Andrewes' Ser- 
vice, but with this addition at the end, ** Through 
Jesus Christ our Lord."] 

That Collet being ended, the Chaplain comes 
forth again, and kneeling in the midft at the 
entrance of the chancel, he faith the Litany until 
he Cometh to the Lord's Prayer, which Prayer 
the Priefl pronounccth, and then the Chaplain 
retumeth to his feat, and the Prieft gocth on with 
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the reft of the Litany, and after the Collet for the 
Bifliops he addeth this, 

O Lord God, Who dwcllcft not in temples 
made with hands, &c. 

[The fame Prayer as that in Andrcwes' Service, 
withtheadditionat the end," Through JbsusChrist 
our LoRD."^ 

The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be, &c. 

Here if any are to be married the folemnization 
mud begin ; firll in the body of the church, as the 
Rubric dire^s ; and after the Bleffing therein 
(God the Father, God the Son, &c.), the Prieft 
and the Chaplain go up to the Table, the married 
couple kneeling in the midft of the chancel before 
the Table, till the reA of the Service ended, ac- 
cording as it is fet down in the Service Book.* 

Alfo if any woman be to be churched, the mar- 
ried couple being removed, ihe fhall kneel where 
they did, till her Thankfgiving be ended likewife. 

After thefe, or if there be none,* 

Immediately after the (irft Service, the Prieft 
and the Chaplain going up to the Table, the Com- 
munion Service begins, the Prieft ftanding up and 
faying.

Then the Chaplain cometh forth, and making a 
low obnfancet turns and Hands before the Table, 
and reads the Epiftle i Corinth, iii. chap, from the 
1 6th verfe to the end ; that done the Prieft like- 
wife cometh and readeth the holy Golpel taken 
out of the loth chap, of St. John, beginning at the 
22nd verfe to the end thereof. 

Glory be to Thee, O God. 

Then goeth he to the Table again, and pro- 
nounccth the Nicenc Creed. 

Mr. Turner, the Re£tor, preached. 

£gjt TheoJogice de omni-prxfentid Dei. 

Before his Sermon he had no form of Prayer, 
but according to the Canon, and he concluded 
with the ordinary form of Glory be to God, &c., 
viz., to Whom with the Son and the Holy Ghost. 
But then he ufed no kind of prayer, nor gave any 
Bleffing there. 

As loon as the Sermon is finifbed, the Bifbop 
coming from his feat, kneeleth down again before 
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Thy Name, and fear Thee, and know that this 
Houfe which we have built is called by Thy Name. 

If Thy people go out to war againft their 
enemies by the way that Thou Ihalt fend (hem, 
and they pray unto Thee in this place that Thou 
haft chofen, and this Houfe which we have built 
for Thy Name.; 

Then hear Thou from heaven and maintain 
their Right. 

If they fin againft Thee, (for there is no man 
that finneth notj and Thou be angry with them, 
yet if they bethink themfelves and turn and pray 
unto Thee, faying, We have done amifs and dealt 
wickedly ; 

If they return unto Thee with all their hearts 
and fouls in this place which Thou haft chofen, 
and which we have built for Thy Name ; 

Then hear Thou from heaven, even from Thy 
dwelling-place, their prayers and fupplications, and 
be merciful to Thy people, and forgive the lins 
which they have fmned againft Thee. 

Now my God, let, I hefeech Thee, let Thine 
eyes be open, and Thine ears attend unto the 
prayers of this place.

Thus prayed King Solomon, and the Lord 
appeared unto him, and anfwered him, and faid 
unto him, I have heard thy Prayer, and have 
chofen this place /or Myfelf to be an Houfe of 
facriiice. 

If I (hut the heaven that there be no rain, or if I 
command the grafshoppers to devour the land, or if 
I fend peftilence among My people ; 

If My people among whom My Name is called 
upon, flialt humble themfelves, and pray, and feek 
My lace, and turn from their wicked ways ; 

Then will I hear in heaven and be merciful 
unto their fms, and will heal their land, for Mine 
eyes fliall be open, and My ears attend unto the 
prayer of this place. 

For now have I chofen and fan&ified this Houfe 
that My Name may be there for ever, and My eyes 
and My'heart Aiall be upon it perpetually. 
Thus did God anfwer. 

We have prayed with Solomon, anfwer us, O 
Lord, and our Prayer, as Thou didft him and his. 

Behold the face of Thine Anointed, even Christ 
our Saviour, and for His fake grant us our fup- 
pUcadons. Amea 

Then was there fet before the Table, not full in 
the middle, but towards the North end, and at a 
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convenient diftance from that, a chair with a ftool 
on either fide thereof : the Bi£hop feating himfelf in 
the chair caUcth to him the Chancellor and fett 
him at his right hand, and Mr. Thomas Manfietd, 
clri. [clericus], Mr. of Arts, in the abfence of 
Mr. Archdeacon, on his left hand } and the 
Reg^fter delivering to his Lordfhip an ASt m 
parchment, the Bilbop putteth on his cap, and 
readedi it. 

In Dei Nomine, Amen, &c.> 

As loon as this Ad is pronounced, the Chancellor 
and Mr, Thomas Manfield return to their feats } 
but the Bilhop kneeling down Eallward, faith, 

Blefled be Thy Name, O Lord God, for diat 
it pleafed Thee to have Thy habitation among the 
fons of men, and to dwell in the midft of the 
Affembly of Thy Saints on earth ; Blefs, we be- 
feech Thee, this day's hSt unto this people, and 
profper Thou the works of our hands unto us, yea 
profper Thou our handy work. 

Then the Bifhop alfo returneth to the feat, and 
the Clerk figniiieth to the people that fuch as defire 
to communicate, are to come up to the holy Obla- 
tion or Offering. 

The Prieft and the Chaplain, with due reverence,

Then Cometh the Billtop, and worfhipping before 
the Table, offers and lays upon the Table, lirft this 
his hOi of Conlecration, then the Prieft recdveth 
from the lAird Vifcount Scudamore fuch hOa and 
Conveyances in Law, as he hath made for the 
erc£Hon and dotation of the laid Church and Rec- 
tory, tcf ether with the King's Broad Seal of Licenfe. 
All which he bringeth to the Bilhop kneeling there, 
who likewifc layeth them on the Table. 

Then the Chaplain reacbeth the Bread for die 
Communion, which Handedi > ready at the South 
fide of the chancel; and the Wine after it, and 
delivers them unto the Bifliop, who offereth them 
alio. Laftly, the Prieft fctting the balin' or the 
paten of the chalice,* the Bilhop oSereth for himlelf, 
and fo returneth to his feat again. 

The Prieft treatably proceeds to read other of the 
Sentences, efpecially thofe that are for the Obla- 
dons and not for the Alms, viz., the 2nd, the 6th, 
the 7th, the 8th, the 9th, and the lOth, &c.

As foon as the fiilhop and Prieft delivered the 
Bread and Wine to all the coRifiany of Commu- 
nicants, the Prieft returneth to the North end of 
the Table, behind the Hilltop ; and humbly de- 
livereth the paten to the Bifliop, who taketh it 
with the Bread which is left on the Table, and 
corereth it with the corporal or napkin ; the like is

The Chaplain goeth alfo behind the Bifliop. 
Then the Bifhop with the Prteft and Chaplain 
behind him kneeling, begtnneth the Lord's Prayer, 
die people repeating every petition. 

Then — O LoKD and Heavenly Father, we Thy 
humble fervants, &c. 

Then — Glory be to God on high, and in, &c. 

Then the Bifiiop addcth this conclufion. 

Blefled be Thy Name, O Lo&D, that it hath 
pleaTcd Thee to put into the heart of this Thy ler- 
Tsnt to erefl and apply this Houfe to Thy worfliip 
and public fervice, by whoTe induftry and bounty 
this holy work was begun and now fintflied, the 
endowment of the Church fettled, and this place 
confecrated to Thee. 

Holy, Blefled, and Glorious Trinity, to Whofe 
Name this dedication is made, blefs him in his fub- 
flance, and accept the work of his hands. Re-
